of ice and snow. Now, if the solar 
rays themselves convey all the heat of 
this globe, it ought to be the hottest 
where the course is least interrupted. 
Again aeronauts all confirm the cold- 
ness of the upper regions of the at- 


our earth, the heat of any situation 
depends upon the aptness of the me-: 
dium to yield to the impression of so-' 
lar rays, we have only to admit that 
on the sun itself, the elastic fluids com- 
posing its atmosphere and the matter 
on the surface are of such a nature as 
not to be capable of any affection from 
its own rays. Indeed, this seems to 
be proved from the copious emission 
of them ¢ for if the elastic fluids of the 
atmosphere, or the matter on the sur- 
face of the sun were of such a nature 
as to admit of any easy chemical com- 
bination with its rays, their emission 
would be much impeded. Another 
well-known fact is, that the solar focus 
of the largest lens thrown into the 
air will occasion no sensible heat in 
the place where it had been kept for

The other course referred: to is: To be ever 
on the alert for such opportunities as develop 
themselves ; to ‘become informed as to what 
is going on and by whom conducted ; to keep 
up with the foremost in the race for improve- 
ment; or if scanty means imperatively pre- 
clude this; té make the efforts of ethers tell 

“upon one’s own prosperity. Look squarely 
in the face the world, us itie ; shrink not from 
seeing and acknowledging to yourselves the 
great change that 4 year or two mast make in 
the position of this Territory. both with .re- 
gard to its inhabitants, their means and the 
comparative relations we shall soon be called 
upon to sustain to the Government of the 
United States and the rest of the world ;—and 
keeping up with the tide of improvement in 
this manner, he whe starts from the smallest 
beginning, must inevitably have realized, at 
least competence for bimself and family, as 
well as significance politically and socially. It 
will be observed that we keep out of view, or 
ut least do not insist upon the duty to Gov- 
ernment, which we all owe equally, and which. 
to perform it fally, requires that we should 
always be prompt to take advantage of any- 
thing that tends to increase the wealth and 
population ef the community in which we

trifling sam.” ‘Such is.a sample of the expres~ 
sions we have, frequently -heard from such 
persons, accompanied with a lamentation over 
their own want of foresight, or a jeremiad over 
chances no more to be obtained. : 

Now, this community is, on the eve of just. 
such openings, in our opinion, fully as great 
as ever were offered in any part of the United 
States—not excepting even California ia her 
most palmy days, and we have a few words of 
advice in the premises, which, we trust, may 
not fall entirely unheeded, In any case, we 
ehall have the satisfaction of having done our 
duty in calling attention to the facts, and no 
one thus warned, can blame any but himself. 
should the opportunities now offered and 
about to be offered in almost unparallelled 
abundance, pass by, leaving bim in his old 
staius of poverty, or far bebind hand, when 
nearly everybody else has advanced in means 
and the appliances of wealth. 

The Territory in which we are, is now in a 
transition state. It has long enough been in 
the condition of the grub and issoon to emerge 
into the Chrysalis state, so far as abundance 
of mineral wealth amply developed—popula- 
tion largely increased and agriculture greatly 
extended, can contribute to such a result. 

There are two paths open to every man in 
the Territory. One is to ignore persistently 


all that he hears—to doubt and decry what he | 
sees, and by obstinately keeping bebind the } 


advance of intelligence and enterprise. to find 
himself ere'long at the heels of the hunt—the 
game killed and: himself bootless and. unguer- 
doned.

cation. 

The other course referred: to is: To be ever 
on the alert for such opportunities as develop 
themselves ; to become informed as to what 
is going on and by whom conducted ; to keep 
up with the foremost in the race for improve- 
ment; or if scanty means imperatively pre- 
clude ‘this, té¢. make the efforts of ethers tell 
“Upon one’s own prosperity. Look squarely 
in the face the world, us itis ; shrink not from 
seeing and acknowledging to yourselves the 
great change that 4 year or two mast make in 
the position of this Territory. both with .re- 
gard to its inhabitants, their means and the 
comparative relations we shall soon be called 
upon to sustain to the Government of the 
United States and the rest of the world ;—and 
keeping up with the tide of improvement in 
this manner, he who starts from the smallest 
beginning, must inevitably have realized, at 
least competence for bimself and family, as 
well as significance politically and socially. It 
will be observed that we keep out of view, or 
ut least do not insist npon the duty to Gov- 
ernment, which we all owe equally, and which, 
to perform it fally, requires that we should 
always be prompt to take advantage of any- 
thing that tends to increase the wealth and 
population ef the community in which we 
reside.
